They are also posted in a 
special prayer book in gathering areas at Cathedral 
and Blessed Sacrament. A particular blessing we 
have received through this ministry is the 
opportunity to witness the incredible power of 
prayer. Over the years, we have heard how prayer 
has transformed hate into hope, how family 
members have been strengthened, that a new or 
renewed relationship with Jesus is the only source of 
solace in the loneliness of incarceration, how a very 
special pet found a caretaker, even how prayer saved 
a person from suicide.
